To His Excellency, 

John C. Cutler, Governor of Utah: 
r Sir:- 

^^ In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 12, 

Laws of Utah, 1905, I have the honor to submit herewith 
a report of the operations of this office for the fiscal years 
ending November 30, 1905, and November 30, 1906. 

The tabular statements exhibit the financial transac- 
tions of the State for the biennial period named; showing 

^ in detail its source of revenue, public expenditures, also 

showing the amount of each appropriation for the calen- 
dar years 1905 and 1906; the amount expended, and the 
balance, if any, together with a detailed estimate of the 

7 exi>enditures to be defrayed from the treasury for the two 

;'^ ensuing calendar years, and also the estimated revenue 

N of the State for the same priod. 

The report of the State Auditor is so largely made up 
of tables and figures that, ordinarily, it fails to engage the 

'V attention of the taxpayers of the State or of their repre- 

sentatives in the Legislature. A careful study and com- 
parison of these reports would, however, furnish to every 



citizen of the State abundant reasons for pride as well as 

material for reflection. I 

It is gratifying to be able to mention that there has 
been a substantial increase in the amount of assessed ' 

property for the past seven years. In 1899 the aggregate 
of assessments for taxation was $99,343,199. In 1906 it 
has increased to $145,995,949, a gain of sixty-eight per 
cent, and may be reasonably expected to continue as long 
as our present prosperous conditions prevail. 

This increase can be attributed to the agricultural and 
Industrial growth and generally improved business condi- 
tions now apparent throughout the State. 

While this record is a source of gratification and can 
be commented upon, it is also evident that the ordinary 
demands upon the revenue fund are increasing more rap- 
idly; particularly is this noticeable in the increased de- 
mands made by some of the controlling boards. 

The appropriations of the' last Legislature, added to 
those provided for by enactment, were slightly heavier 
than the fund could bear, but we were able to meet and 
pay every demand notwithstanding. We were greatly 
aided in this matter, however, by the liberal use of the 
latitude given by Chapter 8 of the Session Laws of 1899, 
which authorizes the State Board of Loan Commissioners 
to borrow money, temporarily, when there are no avail- 
able funds in the State Treasury. 

From estimates furnished by the heads of depart- 
ments and the various managing boards, together with 
those fixed by standing laws, it will require approximate- 
ly $2,491,177.18 to cover the cost of maintaining the State 
Government for the next biennium; while the total esti- 
mated revenue from all sources for the same period 
amounts to $1,767,623.61, showing an excess of demands 
over estimated revenues of $723,553.57. 

It needs no urging upon the part of the executive 
branch of the government to show the necessity of limit- 
ing appropriations to the amounts indispensably neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the State and its institutions. 

PUBLIC DEBT, 

The following table shows the total bonded indebted- 



ness of the State to be $900,000, represented by a series 
of bond issues, each series maturing twenty years after 
date, as follows: 

Series No. 3, dated July 2, 1892, at 5 per cent. . . .$250,000 
Series No. 4, dated July 2, 1896, at 4 per cent. . . . 200,000 
Series No. 5, dated Sept. 1, 1898, at 31/2 per cent. 150,000 
Series No. 6, dated July 1, 1900, at Sy^ per cent. . 300,000 

All legislative acts authorizing the several bond is- 
sues require a redemption fund aggregating sums equal to 
ten per cent of the issues, to be set aside annually, at the 
expiration of ten years after the date of issue. 

Before the close of the year 1906, $100,000.00 will 
liave been set aside to meet the issue maturing in 1912. 
Beginning with the year 1907 and annually thereafter it 
will be necessary, as provided, to set aside the sum of 
$20,000, as a redemption fund to meet the second issue of 
bfonds maturing in 1916. 

Upon the recommendation of my predecessor in of- 
fice, the Legislature of 1903 passed an act authorizing the 
State Board of Loan Commissioners to invest the redemp- 
tion fund to take up the issue maturing in 1912 in State, 
county, municipal, or school district bonds of this State. 
The greater part of the said fund has been invested as 
provided. 

I would recommend that suitable provisions be made 
for the safe investment of the fund to meet the issue ma- 
turing in 1916. 

EXAMINATION OF ACCOUNTS. 

In accordance with the enactments of the last Legis- 
lature the examination of the accounts of the State insti- 
tutions and those of the State with the several counties 
so ably begun by my predecessor, has been continued with 
success, resulting in obtaining a uniform system of keep- 
ing county records throughout the State, in collecting 
several thousand dollars from dilatory oflScials and in un- 
earthing many mistakes in redemptions, juror and wit- 
ness fees, and in salary accounts in which the State has 
invariably been the gainer. 

Upon assuming the duties of the office two years ago 
and upon visiting, by deputy, the counties and auditing 
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their books, it was found in a number of them no accounts 
of the State 's funds were kept, and the County Auditors 
in such cases had no check against the Treasurers. Errors 
were; also found in the method of entering ** subsequent" 
taxes. 

Proper examinations and suggestions have brought 
about the required changes. 

UNCOLLECTIBLE TAXES. 

There should be some legislative enactment by which 
the State and the other taxing funds should not be com- 
pelled to lose, annually, large sums of money upon per- 
sonal property. 

During the year 1905 the several County Auditors 
reported to this office an approximate total of $40,000 
*' uncollectible taxes," the amounts ranging from a few 
dollars to several hundred. The present law provides that 
at the time of making the assessment, or any time there- 
after, the Assessor in his discretion may collect the taxes 
on any personal property. If this law was amended to 
make it the duty of the Assessor at the time of making 
such assessment to collect the taxes, unless real estate am- 
ple to secure the same is liable, or unless security be given 
that the taxes will be paid when due, such a change would 
not only prevent the loss of the greater part of the 
$40,000 ''uncollectibles," but would also be a saving in 
the expense of collecting. 

REDEMPTIONS. 

I respectfully sug:gest that a change be made in the 
law relating to the redemption of lands heretofore sold for 
taxes. As the law now is, a redeemer or purchaser, no 
matter how poor the land, must pay the taxes for each 
year since the land was sold, including the year of sale, 
together with the costs of sale and the accrued interest. 
This is sometimes more than the land is worth. If the 
County Commissioners were authorized to allow redemp- 
tions or to sell such lands at a fair -price, redeemers or 
purchasers could be found who would take the lands and 
the money would be apportioned to the different funds, 



and hereafter the property would be listed and taxes col- 
lected, increasing thereby the State's revenue. 

ANOTHER CHANGE. 

Along these same lines I would further suggest that 
Chapter 76, Laws of Utah, 1905, be amended by striking 
out the last clause, 'Hhe county being deemed the pur- 
chaser thereof," etc., and inserting in place thereof, **and 
the money received therefor shall be apportioned as pro- 
vided in case of redemption. ' ' Said section precludes the 
State, cities, towns and school districts from participating 
in the proportion of funds derived from the sale of such 
lands. 

DESTRUCTION OF WILD ANIMALS. 

The Legislature of 1901 passed an act providing for 
the destruction of certain wild animals and appropriated 
therefor the sum of $10,000 annually. 

The succeeding Legislature slightly amended the said 
law by increasing the bounty as a further inducement for 
the destruction of these obnoxious animals, but did not 
increase the appropriation. 

As mentioned in former reports, the operation of this 
law, during the earlier period at least, was highly suc- 
cessful, and under the amended period it became very no- 
ticeable that the annual appropriation was insufficient to 
meet the growing demands, which resulted in the State 
Auditor being compelled to file away many thousands of 
dollars' worth of unredeemed certificates, and give his 
receipt therefor. 

During the early period of the year 1905, and while 
the Legislature was yet in session, it became very appar- 
ent that the bounty laws were being grossly violated, and 
that many certificates were being illegally or fraudulently 
procured or issued. 

The Legislature, grasping the situation, at once 
adopted House Concurrent Resolution No. 1. instructing 
the State Auditor to Immediately, for the information of 
the Legislature, demand from the County Clerks of each 
county in the State of Utah, a statement covering the 
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period from March 26, 1901, to January 20, 1905, showing 
the number and amount of every certificate issued under 
the provisions of Chapter 137, Laws of Utah, 1901, and 
Chapter 48, Laws of Utah, 1903. 

This investigation disclosed the fact that there were 
outstanding and unpaid certificates to the amount of $54,- 
852.00, which was reported to the Legislature. A law 
was enacted requiring all persons having in their pos- 
session any of the aforesaid certificates to file the same 
with the State Auditor on or before May 1, 1905. 

TJie State Auditor was further required to examine 
all the certificates so filed and those on file in his office, 
and to make a thorough investigation as to the conditions 
under which they were issued, and subsequently report 
his findings to the State Board of Examiners. 

Your Excellency is familiar with the general require- 
ments of this law and I need not further elaborate other 
than to state that the sum of $25,000.00 was appropriated 
to apply on the aforesaid certificates. 

At the present time there are certificates outstanding 
and unpaid issued under the aforesaid laws amounting to 
about $30,000. This deficit I have included in my esti- 
mate of the requirements of the State for the years 1907- 
1908. 

The Legislature of 1905 enacted a law to further en- 
courage the destruction of certain wild animals and ap- 
propriated therefor the sum of $10,000 annually out of the 
general revenues of the State. 

During the period of time this law has been in oper- 
ation it has shown satisfactory results, the appropriation 
having been sufficient to meet the required demands, there 
remaining an unexpended balance for the year 1905, and 
it is very probable that a balance will be covered into the 
treasury at the close of the year 1906. 

SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

By virtue of the provisions of Title 71 of the Revised 
Statutes, the State Auditor is made ex-officio State Sealer 
of Weights and Measures. 

The standard of weights and measures adopted by the 
Government of the United States has been accepted as 
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the legal standard of weights and measures in this State. 

As provided, the County Cletk of each county shall 
be ex-officio the sealer of weights and measures of the 
county, and shall have the care and custody of the county 
standards. He shall procure at the expense of the county 
a full set of weights and measures, scales and beams, 
which he shall cause to be tried, proved, and sealed by the 
State Standards, under the direction of the State Auditor. 

My predecessor in his last biennial report made the 
statement that as nearly as he could ascertain; there was 
not a county in the State which had been provided with 
these standards ; if so, he was not aware of it. 

Since my incumbency, and to this date, there have 
been two counties in the State that have complied with 
this law. 

Under the present prevailing conditions, the little 
regard paid, and its being practically a dead letter upon 
our statute books, I can onlv reiterate what has been rec- 
ommended by former officials, that the Act be amended so 
as to make it mandatory upon all concerned, or else it 
should be repealed. 

STATE WABEANTS. 

As the law now po^ovides all State warrants issued by 
the State Auditor, and having been paid by the State 
Treasurer, shall remain in his possession. I therefore 
recommend that provision be made that all State war- 
rants now with the State Treasurer subsequent to Jan- 
uary 1, 1905, be returned to the State Auditor, and upon 
surrender of said warrants the State Auditor shall give 
his receipt therefor. 

I also suggest that paragraph 5 of Section 2428, Ee- 
vised Statutes of Utah, 1898, be amended by striking out 
the words '*and to file and preserve the same,'' and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the words, ''and to file with the State 
Auditor on the last day of each month. ' ' 

MAEKS AND BEANDS. 

This branch of the State department has been main- 
tained along the same line as that instituted and followed 
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by my predecessors in office, and has not been a burden 
upon the State, as the receipts derived from this depart- 
ment have been more than sufficient to meet the current 
expenses. 

During the period of time this law has been in opera- 
tion there has been a steady increase in the number of ap- 
plications fqr marks and brands, which is indicative of 
its becoming more stable and popular among the stockmen 
of the State. 

As th6 law provides, I have caused to be published a 
yearly pamphlet, embracing all marks *and brands re- 
corded between October 1, 1904, and October 1, 1906, cop- 
ies of which have been forwarded to the clerks of the vari- 
ous counties for distribution as provided by law. 

Since the enactment of this law there have been re- 
corded about 3430 marks, and upwards of 9370 brands, 
and the records are quite, if not all, free from duplication 
on conflict. However, we are nearing the limit in the mat- 
ter of recording marks, it being almost impossible to find 
one suitable without infringing upon the rights of others, 
hence I would recommend that this part of the law be re- 
pealed, unless some equitable solution can be advanced.
